Value ot Good Seed Cor*. 


As an illustration of the Importance 


which some corn growers plnee tipon 
having good seed The. Live Stock 
World tells of a Missouri man. who 
usually grows several thousand acres 
of corn, who applied to an Illinois mnn 
to furnish him the seed to use this 
spring. The Illinois man also raises 
several thousand acres of corn awl bns 
a reputation as a grower of one of the 
best \nrieties. but he had to decline 
the literal offer made for what tbe 
other wanted, ns he thought" he had 
not enough to fill it after filling other 
orders taken and taking what be would 
need for bis own use. He had lots of 
corn to soil, but not such as be would 
send out as well bred and carefully se- 
lected seed. Tbe would be buyer also 
liau* corn to sell, and he was nsked why 
he did not save seed from his own 
crop. He replied. "Because I have not 
tbe Unic and cannot biro men to do it 
properly." Breeding good seed corn is 
a special bnsinesfc in that section, as 
much as breeding tbe stock to feed it 
to.

<*>loUon of oxalic acid and place it in 
the son.
